The grent London quack of the time
of Clarles IL. was Dr. Thomas Safold,
He was or ginally a weavar, but adopt-
ed the more paying business of pre-
tending to cure all d'saa<es and profess-
ing to foretell the destinies of his pa.
tients. The apothecar'es of that time
not only acted as med cal guacks, but
also as fortune-tellers Queen Anne
had woak eves, and was an enthusinstic
patron of vulgar ignorance in the form
of eye-doctors. Two of them she fan-
c’ed especially; and one of these, Will-
inm Reade, she made a Bavomnet, al-
thongh he was most wretchedly igno-
rant, as a ““Short and Exact Account ol
All the Diseases Incident to the Eyes,”’
which h» publishe I, remains to testify.
Reade was a worthless tailor, but he
stepped into a fashionable and paying
practice after he obtined the rowya
favor. He was unable to read the book
which he wrote (by the hana of a ser be),
but that made no difference to the
wealthy fools, his patrons The
Queen’s other favorite quack oculist
was Roger Grant, a retired col'bler and
Anabaptist preacher. Grant was in the
habit of pablish'ng minute accounts of
h's onres, mostly a tissne of lies, but
with encugh troth interwoven to give a
semublanc: of probability. His favorite
plan was to sseare some poor person
whose sight was imgrfect, and after

iving him money and medicines for s
ew weeks persuade him to sign a test’-
mon:al that he had been born blind and
had never enjoved the sense of sight
until Providence had led him to Dr
Grant, who hadenred him in litt'e more
than a month. If he could buy & cer-
tificate from the clergymen and chure’s
warden i of the parish where the alleged
patient lived. to the affect that the testi-
monial was true, ve:y well; if he could
not ob ain gennine documents of this
k'nd he could always find people to
forze thom fora smalisum.  The recent
impudent cert ficates, apparently signed
by numeron: prominent peopie, attest-

ing the vritues of a braid of bit-
ters made in an Eastern city,
show that the gqu-'cks of this
order are st'il to be fouand ply-|
ing ther infamous trade. The most
famons—and learncd, for the time—

physicians of that age, did not disdain
to deal in secret nostrums. Thus, Sir
Hans S'oane sold an eve salve, and Dr.
Meade a remedy for hvdrophobia. Con-
sequently the gnacks were justified in
making what they conld out of a public
which wus not wo intelllgent to be
swindled by their most renewned phy-
sicians. The doetors, at least, had no
reasonable gronnd for complant. In
the Syec'alor for . July 27, 1714, thereis
an amusing account of a 1yp cal quack
of the period, and Steele has recorded
some capital anecdotes of these gentry.
One of them c'a'med he could eure
eataracts **becanse he had lost an eye in
the Emper: r'e sorvice.”  Tn's evidence
of ability was thonght all sufficient by
the good peaple who patronized him.

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A HISTORIC SWORD

——

The Weapon Wisldad by Captaln Reid st
the “Thermopyle of the Ucean.”

The presentation to Congress, through
the President, by Colonel Samuel C.
Reid, of the battle saber of his father,
the late Captain Samnel Chester Reid,
who commanded the United States pri-
vate-armed brig-of-war General Arm-
strong at the battle Fayal in Septens
ber, 1814, is excuse enough for reviving
some incidents which have passed out
of mind. The Armstrong was a little
brig of but 240 tons, carrying but 7
guns and % men. She was at
tacked in the neutral waters of the
Azore Islands by a British squadron,
consisting of the-ship-of-the-line Flan-
tagenet, the frigate Reta, and the
sloop-of-war Carnation, with a total
amount of 136 guns and 2,000 men.
The British lost over 300 of their
picked moen and officers in killed and
wounded, while the Aymstrong lost but
2 killed and 7 wounded. The action
has well been exlled the ““Thermopylae
of the Ocean,”” for no naval battle in
ancisnt or modern history is compara-
ble with that of the Armstrong a
Fayal, either as to the unequanl forces
engaged, the unyielding and inflexible
bravery of her officers and erew, nor as
to the grand results which followed in
the defeat of the British expedition
against Louisiana.

The height of heroism and romantie
chivalry were displayed by Captain
Reid and his erew in the last act of this
extrmondinary mnaval drama. After
scuttling his vessel to save her from
capture he went ashore with his men
aud arms, when the commander of the
squadron,  Admiral Lloyd, demanded
their surrender and threatened to send
five hundred men to take them. Reid
retired with his men to an old Gothie
convent, which he fortified, knocked
away the draw-bridge, ran up the
Ameriean flag. and bade the enemy de-
fiance. Lilovil quailed under the last
exhibition of heroic comage, saying
they were demons and not men.

The squadron under Lloyd was on
its way to the Island of Jamaica to
join the great fleet assembling ther:
under Admiral Lord Cochrane, after
warnd Earl of Dundonald, who was con-
fidentialy intrnsted with the secret ex-
pedition for the conquest of Lounisiana
The last hope of Englanid to wrest the
control of the Missizsipp river and the
provinee of Lounisiana from France had
been foiled by Napoleon, who, seeing
that he hwd no mewns of protect-
ing it from the conquest of
England., c¢eded it to the United
States in 1803. On the declamtion of
war by the United States, in 1812, Eng-
land’s eves were once more turned to
the coveted possession, and, after mak-
ing a demonstration agninst Washing-
ton and Biltimore, she assembled her
| eombined fleots, no longer needed for
the blockade of the French coasts at
Negril Bay, Jamaiea, to carry out this
great desizm.  The crippled condition
of Lloyd’s squadron had ereated a
lay of over ten days in repairing Jdam-
| ages, as they were occupied over three
dayz alone in burying their deadl. On
the arrival of Lloyd at Jamaica a fur-
ther 'll‘?'\‘\' of a week took !!i:ll‘l'. Ad-
miral Lord Cochrane being furions at
Llovd's disaster, which finally proved
